The real Franklin stove, not the mere ir 
place which masquerades under that name, was the 
first heating paratus, not permanently a part 
the building, to take in cold, fresh air from outside 
and, after warming it in passages kept hot by the 
escaping gases of the fire, to discharge it into the 
room. The “ Philadelphia fire-place,” as 
ventor named it, needed only to be transposed to 
the cellar, enlarged, and somewhat altered in form, 
te become the prototype of all hot-air furnaces. 

The bent of Franklin’s mind and the main busi- 
ness of his life being what they were, he was of 
necessity unable to acquire any such vast store of 
acientific erudition as distinguished, for example, 
his somewhst younger contemporary, Cuvier. He 
was always more a natural philosopher than a 
eaturalist; less a discoverer of new, facts than one

of those happy mortals who, as Bacon said, “ under- 
stand the reasons of things.’’ He might have been a 
chemist, for he was an able experimenter, and those 
were great days for chemistry—his friend Priestley 
discovered oxygen only the year before Bunker Hill. 

The intensely practical quality of his mind, how- 
ever, turned him to physics, especially the physics 
of common things and the application of scientific 
principles to various useful devices. He was, for 
example, the great authority of his day on the theory

It was no doubt by way of his studies of stoves 
and chimn¢ that Franklin came to one of the 
great scientific interests of life, the theory of air 
< el general physics of the atmosphere. 
Here, as in much of his scientific work, he did not 
§ 1 1 originate new ideas as choose with unerr- 
ing sagacity among a group of rival doctrines all 
about equally unproved. Thus he reached essen- 
tially correct opinions concerning whirlwinds and 
waters uts, the origin of the trade winds, and the 
way in w) ation of the earth causes them 
t blow mor ( from the east, the extreme 





cold of the higher at and the downflow of 
air from the cold sides of mountains, 

Moreover, he did, in this field at least, one piece 
of original work—his study of our general storms 
which come up the Atlantic Coast. He seems to have 
been the first man to attempt to follow the course 
of any grgat storm by means of simultaneous Qbser- 
vations et different points. Nowhere else in the 


mosphere, 
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world, at that time, did a single well-marked storm 
track pass, for anything like so long a distance, 
through a country settled by men speaking the 
same language and communicating freely with one 


another. Franklin, because of his wide acquaint- 
ance throughout the Colonies, wag able to adopt 
the method which, once upon a time, made the 
Weather Bureau of the United States the most effl- 
cient of its kind in the world. Thus he could follow 
the progress of a general storm, day by day, so 
long as it kept within the area under his observa- 
tion. In this way he made out the important fact 
that the storm itself travels in a direction nearly op- 
posite to that of the wind in the rain area, and in 
consequence appears soonest in the regions that are 
apparently furthest down wind, 


+ + + 

He did not carry out his inquiries with sufficient 
detail to discover the whirl of the cyclonic storm, 
nor did he arrive at the conception of a storm cen- 
tre toward which the winds blow from all directions— 
‘these became possible only after the country had 
become settled so far’inland that the storm could 
be watched on its side, as well as on front and rear. 

One appreciates the value of Franklin’s work of 
1740, imperfect as it Was, by reflecting that only 
after the lapse of another hundred years was there 
any appreciable advance over his position: while 
less than forty -years before, Increase Mather, in a 
sermon printed in Boston, had affirmed that “‘ when 
there are great tempests, the angels oftentimes have 
a hand therein,”’ and witches were being hanged in 
England for causing hall. 

In certain ways Franklin’s public activities, 
though they absorbed time and attention which the 
philosopher would gladly have devoted to investiga- 
tion, were no small help in his scientific work. He 
was the best-known man in America; of all Ameri- 
cans he had the widest acquaintance abroad, and he 
was the only American of his day whose scientific 
reputation was international, Thus he became a 
sort of clearing house for all the scientific work of 
the Colonies. Every obscure student who chanced 
upon some new fact, and every crank with a new 
theory to explain an old one, straightway commu- 
nicated with Franklin. He in wis turn would “ re- 
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prove, rebuke, exhort, with all long-suffering and 
teaching,” correcting their mistakes and following 
out their sound ideas, and finally, when it seemed 
worth while, transmitting their results to the Royal 
Society of London or to some particular scientist 
who could put them to good use. On the other hand, 
European men of science found a letter to Franklin 
the easiest means of getting on the track of any 
American discovery. 

Thus, for example, the great Priestley, along 
with his account of the discovery of oxygen, printed 
a letter from Franklin “On the Inflammability of 
the Surface of Certain Rivers in America,” which 
appears to be at once the earliest printed scientific 
account of marsh gas and the origin of the proverbial 
phrase about setting the river on fire. The whole 
affair is so eminently characteristic that I cannot 
forbear a quotation form the original account. 

“When,” writes Franklin, “I passed through 
New Jersey in 1764. I heared it several times men- 
tioned, that by applying a lighted candle near the 
surface of some of their rivers, a sudden flame 
would catch and spread on the water, continuing 
to burn for near half a minute.” 


+ + + 


Though somewhat skeptical, Franklin, instead of 
pooh-poohing the whole story, took time to run it 
down. He found a man who had lately tried the 
experiment and “learned from him the manner of 
it: which was to chuse a shallow place, where the 
bottom could be reached by a walking stick, and 
was muddy; the mud was first to be stirred with 
the stick, and when a number of small bubbles be- 
gan to arise from it, the candle was applied. The 
flame was so sudden and so strong that it catched 
his ruffle and spoiled it, as I saw.” 

Franklin, on his next visit to England, reported 
the matter; but nobody would belleve him, and the 
question hung for ten years, until Priestley became 
interested and wrote Franklin for further particu- 
lars. So Franklin had a hand in one of the discov- 
eries which helped to make our modern chemistry. 

He also, thanks to the same characteristic open- 
ness of mind, became the first official sponsor for 
the existence of the Gulf Stream. About 1770 the 
Board of Customs at Boston complained to the 
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British Government that the fast Einglish paciset 
boats which carried the mailg were taking some tw? 
weeks longer to get across the Atlantic than werd 
the heavy-laden colonial merchantmen, The Govern~ 
ment, thereupon, with more wisdom than it usually 
showed in dealing with America, turned the matte# 
over to Franklin for investigation. Ha, with his 
usual directness, corraled a Nantucket skipper, and 
from him learned that it was all on account of the 
" gulph stream,” 


+ + + 

The New Englanders knew the currents, because 
whales were never found there, the water being too 
warm; but the Captains of the mail boats were not 
taking advice from fishermen, and, though they had 
been told times enough, they continued to sail their 
ships against a current that ran seventy miles @ 
day, and fn light winds actually carried them back 
more than they went forward. Thus it happened 
that any old tub whose Captain knew enough to sail 
down hill one way and not sail up hill the other 
could outfoot the crack mail boats. 

Franklin verified this information by testing the 
water with a thermometer, a method which he seemg 
to have been among the first to employ for such a 
purpose. He also discovered the cause of the cur- 
rent in the heaping up of the water against the shore 
of the American continent under the influence of the 
trade winds. Thereupon he had the Post Office De- 
partment of the colonies issue a chart of the Gulf 
Stream, with instructions for recognizing its pres- 
ence by the higher temperature of the water, the 
presence of gulf weed, and the absence of phosphor- 
escence at night. These charts he distributed to the 
Captains of the packets which carried the American 
mails, who in consequence—did precisely as they had 
been doing before. 

All this makes it clear, I am sure, that the one 
great discovery upon which Franklin's popular scien- 
tific fame rests was no happy fluke, but the legiti- 
mate outcome of a lifetime devoted in part to scien- 
tific research. Various circumstances made it pos- 
sible for Franklin to push his electrical studies very 
much fyrther than he was able to carry any other

Senator Smoot, a man of dignified and at- 
tractive presence and interesting discourse, is one of 
our fellow-passengers, and he tells us that his father 
and mother, In 1847, spent eight weary and perilous 
weeks in traversing the ‘“‘Great American Desert,” 
between the Missouri and the basin of the Great 
Salt Lake, which we are accomplishing in twenty- 


nine hours, comforting themselves, doubtless, as the 


Plymouth Pilgrims on the ocean three hundred 
years before, and the Israelite pilgrims in the wilder- 
ness uncounted centuries before that, with the prom- 
ise ‘“‘to bring them up out of that land into a good 
land and a large, unto a land flowing with milk and 
honey.” 
+ + + 

One takes to thinking 
wher there is nothing to 
look at. But we are com- 
ing to where our eyes are 
busy. Little Evanston is 
a great relief to the eyes 
and mind, a true oasis, 
with its winding stream 
bordered with pearl-gray 
leafless trunks and twigs 
of birches and crimson 
clumps of osier. And the 
mountains begin to take on 
form and comeliness and 
dignity and elevation. It 
is not long before we are in 
the Echo Cafion, which is 
the vestibule of Utah, 
surely one of the grandest 
vestibules that nature ever 
set between a scene of 
mere ruin and desolation 
and a smiling valley. It ig 
a cleavage in the Wasatch 
Range, sentineled on one 
hand by that Pulpit Rock 
from which the Mormon 
Moses is said to have har- 
angued his people just before their entrance to the 
promised land, and on the other, not far away, by 
the gigantesque and grotesque “ Devil’s Slide,” a 
sheer rift 800 feet high, flanked by huge lips of 
naked granite. Excessive and Gargantuan freaks of 
nature! I rather sympathized with that member of 
our party who, condoled with on not being able to 
see the Garden of the Gods and the Royal Gorge 
and the other scenic wonders of Colorado, made an- 
swer that he had seen Echo Cajion, which attained 
the limits of the scenically permissible, and that 
anything beyond that he did not wish to see, being 
certain beforehand that it would be ‘“‘in bad taste”! 

Some miles of this defile, with momentary shifts 
of sce

ne, according to the windings of the road and 
convolutions of the mountains, and we come 
upon Ogden and civilization, typified by the seemly 
station and the thriving town. And we are off again 
for Salt Lake City and the beginning of the end of 
our journey. There is light enough to see that this 
was indeed the Canaan of the Mormon pioneers, a 
land flowing with water, which in these’ regions 
means milk and honey and all other worldly goods, 
though the water again is brought where it is needed 
by art and not by nature. Endless avenues of the 
Lombardy poplar, which looks so queerly old-fash- 
ioned to the Easterner, cottonwoods thereto; huge 
haystacks, as one would say, but in truth of the 
alfalfa, which is the hay -of these parts, and shows 
like ensilage, In the heart of the brown- 
stacks;.rows on rows of leafless but yet 
hearty-looking fruit trees, though no sign now of the 
tomatoes the canning of which is the leading induss 
try of the valley. And so for the forty miles to SzIt 
Lake City, where the thickening December dusk only 
allows us a glimpse of the six-horned, lofty, gleam- 
ing Temple and the turtleback of the Tabernacle, be- 
fore the brief December daylight is done, and we are 
off again on the last-_stretch of our journey.

HAT twitch of the window shade which marks 
T the beginning of a new day on a Pullman reveals 
thet we have been reaching during the night a 
different clime from that in which we went to bed.

When Franklin took it up electricity was a mere 
assemblage of marvels. The electrician was a. won- 
der worker who could ring mysterious bells, strike 
animals dead, or ignite a dish of spirits with a stream 
of water. Or he was a practical joker who arranged 
innocent-looking but highly charged objects for un- 
suspecting friends to pick up, or, doubtless not un- 
assisted, beguiled them into trying to kiss a pretty 
girl loaded to the potential of a two-inch spark. He 
found the subject a thaumaturgy; he left it a co- 
herent science. So thoroughly, indeed; did he clear 
up the whole matter that .oniy in our own day with 
the discovery of the X-ray, radium, and the theory 
of electrons has the science of electro-statics made 
the sort of advances that get into newspapers and 
school textbooks. From any point of view, technical 
or popular, our knowledge of atmospheric electricity 
remained as Franklin left it, shortly after 1750, until 
Lord Kelvin took it up a little more than a century 
later. The other half of the science, that which has 
to do with electric currents and dynamos and arc 
lights, Franklin did not touch, for he died the year 
before Galvani’s sick wife got her immortal broth of 
frog's legs—if she did get it after all. 

Strange lrony ‘of fate that the popular reputation 
of the first great American man of science should 
rest on one spectacular act, and the sober, efficient, 
illuminating work of a lifetime be well-nigh for- 
gotten!

culine figure, strong and reliant, with the imple- 
ments of industry in his hands, denoting labor. 

These groups, undoubtedly destined to rank among 
the city’s valued treasures in sculpture, are now com- 
pleted in plaster, and, according to Mr. French, 
should be ready in stone and in position at the en- 
trance to the Custom House by the time the latter is 
finished. Each group costs $13,500. 

Work on the interior of the Custom House is now 
going on as rapidly as possible. By reason of the 
rather limited appropriation only a few of the public 
rooms, including the Collector’s office, the main halls, 
andthe central rotunda, will be furnished with any- 
thimg approaching a wealth of decoration. For the 
rest strict economy and plainness of design will be 
observed, every arrangement being made to subserve 
the dispatch of public business. When completed it 
is noteworthy that the new Custom House will be one 
of the few buildings in the East heated throughout, 
as well as ventilated, by the fan pressure system, the 
mechanical equipment for that purpose costing $230,- 
666, while for the interior marble, woodwork, tiling, 
&c.; $1,087,281 has been appropriated. 

The site of the new Custom House was occupted 
two and a half centuries ago by the fort that pro- 
tected the New Amsterdam of that day from the 
encroachments of the foes of the old Knickerbockers, 
It was afterward used for a Custom House, until the 
latter was moved, first to the Sub-Treasury and then, 
forty years ago, to its present quarters on Wall 
Street. The latter building is still one of the old 
landmarks of the business section of the city, and 
ever since it was sold by the Government to the Na- 
tional City Bank, five years ago, for $3,000,000, the 
problem of what to do with it has been a puzzling 
one.. As it stands to-day it is entirely unfitted to the 
requirements of modern business, being designed 
originally more as a fort or stronghold than anything 
else. According to the architects it would be a her- 
culean and costly task to tear it down, its eighteen 
Ionic columns alone being monoliths 7 feet in diam- 
eter and 50 feet tn height, the largest single stones 
in the city, and apparently built into the old granite 
portico fronting on Wall Street to stay. It is said, 
however, that as soon as the Customs Department 
vacates the building it will be reconstructed so as 
to form the base of a skyscraper. 


+ + + 


As an-architectural feature of the city the new 
Custom House, although only seven stories in height, 
is nevertheless, owing to its central location, the most 
prominent building of lower Broadway, rising twelve 
feet above the Produce Exchange Building. Since 
the completion of its outer walls it has naturally 
excited the interest of the art critics throughout the 
country, the prominence given to its aesthetic feat- 
ures making it unique among the public buildings of 
New York. On the whole, all such criticism has dealt 
in the superlatives of praise—with one exception, 
reaching us very much like a wail from Boston by a 
female writer in The Transcript, who has this to say 
of it: 

“The new New York Custom House ts a French 
exotic, pleasant to look upon, given an unusually ad- 
vantageous Setting—for Battery Place !s hospitably 
open to sky and sea. There is much that tis beautiful, 
much that is admirable in this building. But it {is 
restless. The pillars are not bound into a monu- 
mental brotherhood—they lack a strong, inter-fra- 
ternal, basic attachment. Fine individually, they still 
are not one disciplined body. They stand side by 
side, it is true, in admirable symmetry, but there is 
lacking an absolutely unifying esprit de corps. Yet, 
it is a goodly vision that Cass Gilbert offers us—one 
that we return many times to see.”

“There is a great difference in whistles, and this 
is a matter which could be rectified. There should 
be a sane whistle, and a sane man at the whistle 
cord. Some boats give the most sedate little toots, 
while others are maddening and ear-piercing. 

“I have thirty-three closely covered pages of 
records of tootings on the river, taken under dif- 
ferent conditions. One of these, taken on a night 
when there was as little need of tooting as there 
possibly could be, shows a record of 1,116 toots. 
This was on a Sunday night, brilliantly clear, with 
a strong wind and not a boat tied at any of the 
docks, A record by a young man stationed in 
one of the rear rooms of the house, where the sounds 
only echoed from the buildings at the rear, showed 
1,413 toots. On less favorable nights the number 
was much greater. 

‘Clubs representing over a thousand members 
have. written me offering their evidence against 
these unnecessary noises, and I have letters from 
doctors and other private individuals. People have 
sent in their evidence voluntarily. 

*.The rivers should be patrolled as well as the 
streets; there should be watchmen at each plier to 
transmit light signals, and the boats should have 
two whistles, a light one and a heavier one, for 
clear weather or for fog. 

“T have been able to accomplish as much as I 
have, I think, because I have worked alone and 
have not been hampered by red tape. One woman’s 
club would have been glad to assist me, but when 
I found that in working for a reform they had 
called on the Board of Health only once in several 
years, while I had been there so many times in a 
few months, I thought I could do best by myself.

The objections to the northern route across the 
tundra are very serious. The spongy soil of the 
tundra is deep and, in the short, hot Summer, the 
ground is yielding, and many engineers believe it 
would be difficult to establish there a stable road 
bed. Then, in Winter, the snowfall is enormous, 
which would be a great impediment; in the early 
Summer the snow is melted in a short time by the 
excessive heat and the whole region is turned into a 
vast lake which the rivers cannot carry off for 
weeks. 

We all know that excessive cold always interferes 
with the movement of our trains. Now this pro- 
posed northern route in Siberia passes through the 
pole of greatest cold that is known. Verchoyansk is 
the coldest town in the world, with a mean tempera- 
ure about the same as on the top of Mont Blane.

length measurement since the time of Elizabeth. 
Then an accuracy of ‘a few thousandths of an inch 
in the length of a yard was ample for any one, 
This corresponnds to about the twenty-thousandth 
part of the whole distance measured. To-day the 
imperial prototype yard can be measured to the mill- 
ionth of an inch at least, and probably its length 
can be determined with an accuracy of one part in 
fifty million. This is about the probable error in 
the comparison among themselves of the “ national 
prototype standard meters” furnished by the In- 
ternational Commission of Weights and Measures 
at Sévres, Paris, to the contributing Governments. 

It was originally intended that the base of the 
metric system, the meter should be the ten-mill- 
fonth part of the distance from the equator to the 
pole on the meridian of Paris. It was finally real- 
ized that every time this distance Was measured a 
different, more correct, value would be obtained, 
and that absolute accuracy was not attainable. Then 
scientists very wisely decided to take a particular 
meter bar as the prototype meter. Hence the stand- 
ard meter of to-day is the distance between two 
marks on a particular platinum-iridium bar, entirely 
analogous to the standard yard. Thus the “ three 
barley corns’ which some of us learned ‘“ make one

On election day, after casting 
my vote early, I went out hunting. Hunting is my 
favorite recreation. I was in the thick of a covey 
of quail, way out in the woods, when a man on 
horseback rode up to me and gave me a telegram 
from my wife, back in Kansas City. The operator 
had mixed the message up, and all that I could 
make out was ‘come home at once.’ I was pretty 
badly seared for a minute, for I have two little ones 
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BUILT. 
The lowest temperature recorded there every Winter 
is about S1 degrees Fahrenheit, and the mean tem- 
perature throughout the year is 4.3 degrees Fahren- 
heit, or about 28 degrees below the freezing point.

Some of the most prominent engineers argue, on 
the other hand, that. not a single serious objection 
can be urged to the southern route to Vliadivostok, 
and that a railroad there may be easily built, easily 
maintained and will best serve the interests of com- 
merce.

Science has agreed that light is due to a wave 
motion in the ether and that the length of these 
tiny waves determines the character of the color ef- 
fect produced upon us.

best, our most permanent standard of length. By 
an extremely ingenious research Prof. A. A. Michel- 
son of Chicago University determined the length of

the international prototype meter in terms of the 
wave lengths of the light of certain chemical ele- 
ments. It takes several million such waves to equal 
a meter in length, and the meter is measured to an 
accuracy of at least a tenth of the length of a wave 
of light, or to a relative accuracy of one part in 
about fifty million. How many people realize that 
in the sizes of shoes we are still measuring accord- 
ing to the units of the old Saxon Kings, and that 
a pair of children’s shoes No. 10 are 10 plus 13 
barley corns, or 7 2-3 inches long, and that a man’s 
shoe No. 7 is 7 plus 13 plus 18, or 33 barley corns, or 
11 inches long. 

Again, whether we consider the imperial stand- 
ard pound defined by Edward III. as equal to 7,000 
barley grains, or the international protétype kilo- 
gram originally intended to be equal to the mass 
of a cubic decimeter of water at 4°C, in either case 
we haye finally adopted a concrete standard, With 
all modern improvements, and with the balance in 
vacuo, it is possible practically to weigh to the 
hundredth or even thousandth of a milligram, (65 
milligrams @quals 1 grain.) This represents an ac- 
curacy of better than one part in a hundred million. 
Weighing is one of the most accurate operations of 
science, and yet it is far from “ perfect” or “ abso- 
lute.”

It seems ridiculous to talk of the millionth of a 
degree in temperatures, and yet the bolometer of 
Langley or, the radiomicrometer of Boys, or the 
thermo-pile will measure it with a fair degree of 
accuracy. We can with such means measure the 
heat received from a candle at a distance of a 
mile. Nevertheless, it is p ically impossible to 
measure a single temperature to thousandths of a 
degree. Again the relative is easily attainable; the 
absolute is unattainable 

An idea of practical accuracy may be obtained 
by considering the results attained by the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey and the map-making staff of 
the Government. Imagine running a line of levels 
from the Atlantic Ocean and the Gulf of Mexico to 
meet a similar line from the Pacific, somewhere in 
the Rocky Mountains, and when the two lines are 
found to fail to connect by 8 inches, imagine having 
confidence enough in the work to seriously discuss 
what the difference of level between the two oceans 
might really be. Think of measuring a “ bas 
line’ several miles long with standard bars 15 feet 
long kept in ice so as to keep their .temperature 
constant, with such a degree Of accuracy that if on 
the first measurement a rin had been stuck in at 
the places where the end of the bar came, then on 
the second measurement the end of the bar would 
each time fall within the width of a pin of its posi- 
tion on the first measurement. Such accuracy was 
attained by R. 8. Woodward in work for the Coast 
Survey. What is the use of such accuracy in land 
surveying? Very little so far as simple questions 
are concerned; but only such very accurate work 
can be expected to show the exact configuration of 
the earth. Is it a fairly true ellipsoid of revolution, 
or full of bulges and irregularities? The absolute 
is an unattainable will-o’-the-wisp, but its inces- 
sant pursuit leads the scientist to ever higher de- 
grees of accuracy, and every such improyement 
brings a new crop of contributions to our knowl- 
edge, and to the advancement of civilization.

He knows other languages besides his 
mative French, and being judicial rather than mer- 
curial in his habits of thought and speech he is able

put brief, there was a constant stream of people— 
politicians, financiers, horsemen, who came down to 
stay over but one train, but nearly always broke 
their fast before they returned to the city. In con- 
sequence thé chef had no more leisure than he would 
have had in a great restaurant. and it was his ex- 
perience with Mr. Whitney which decided Dalleine 
to open a restaurant when he returns to crowded and 
hungry New York. 

A French chef of distinction who has commanded 
large salaries in the United States is Michael Fisher. 
He came here first in the train of an Ambassador of 
France, and after a couple of years went to the 
kitchen of the English Ambassador. He has remained? 
in Washington, but deserted diplomacy for private 
life. New York millionaires who have eaten his 
toothsome dishes have made him tempting offers to 
come to this city, but he remains faithful to the 
quieter life of the capital. 

With the increasing tendency of very rich men to 
build and occupy at different seasons of the year 
more than one country house the work and responsi- 
bility of the important chef have greatly increased. 
It has devolved upon him to choose the assistants 
who are to be left as fixtures at the various homes 
of the family, and the chef realizes that he must fill 
these places with subordinates who are capable of 
preparing a good dinner. In many cases the chef 
accompanies th: family in its flittings from one house 





to another, and then his position is simpler, but to the 
true chef the field of his operations is not a matter 
of importance. Like a General on the field of battle 
he can direct every movement of his forces, but he 
finds it unsatisfactory to do this at long range. In 
consequence a number of the most famous cooks 
have quitted the employers who first brought them to 
this country and gone to take places in the clubs and 
restaurants. It is said that a chef of reputation need 
not be a day out of a job in New York unless he 
wishes to be. The clubs snap him up with offers of 
better wages than he could get from the private fam- 
fly, but at the same time his work in a club is much 
harder and his hours are longer. Prosper Grevillot 
was one of the first of the chefs imported for a pri- 
vate family to go into public Ife, as it were—he is 
chef at Delmonico’s. 


+ + + 


The Sloane chef, August Abeille, is among the 
latest to go to a club. Six years ago he left Baden- 
Baden with a contract in his pocket signed by W. D. 
Sloane, and until recently he resisted tempting offers 
to assume control of the kitchen of a celebrated club. 
Changes wrought by death finally induced him to 
follow the example of many of his confréres. 

But there are faithful servants still to be found 
among the imported articles. Louis Jannot and 
George Degranvillar have served the Burden family 
for many years and are still in their employ, and 
Joseph Cercovitch, a celebrated chef from Vienna, 
has proved equally faithful to the Bostwick famflty. 

A mass of misinformation has gathered about the 
French chefs. They are far more likely to be sim- 
ple, self-respecting, and hard-working individuals, 
dignified in their labor, good husbands and fathers, 
than the exaggerated figures which novelists, when 
they descend into the kitchen, have described. It is 
true that now and then one meets with a picturesque 
individual among them, who by his exaggerated idea 
of his own tmportance or by his queer clothes makes 
himself a figure of fun. But this highly colored per- 
son is not typical of the French chef of to-day as he 
exists in the American kitchen. The most famous of 
the guild are plain specimens of the bourgeois va- 
riety, who merit and receive respect in thetr par- 
ticular field of usefulness.

Samuel Scheltdt, Johann Jakob Froh- 
berger, and Johann Kuhnau. Scheidt 
lived from 1587 to 1654, Frohberger from 
1600 to 1667, and Kuhnau from 1660 to 
1722, being the.predecessor of Bach at 
Leipzig. These were all: important fig- 
ures in the development of modern music, 
and little of their work, with the excep- 
tion of Kuhnau’s, has been known to the 
musical public. 

The editor of these volumes is Dr. Wal- 
ter Niemann, not only a thorough scholar, 
but also a musician of fine feeling. He 
has edited these-pieces in a way to pre- 
serve the distinctive peculiarities of the 
old style to which they belong, and point 
the way to expressive and characteristic 
performance; for of course no indications 
of shading and of phrasing were given 
in the originals. Dr. Niemann is sound 
and instructive in all his work. It is to 
be noted that he very properly insists 
on the careful performance of all the 
embellishments, which were an indispen- 
sable element of the old harpsichord 
style, and ts careful to indicate the 
“‘echo”’ where it occurs, also a highly 
characteristic feature of the old clavier 


music, 
++ + 

Two more new volumes avpear In the 
handsome ‘“ Musicians’ Library” of the 
Oliver Ditson Company—volumes of un- 
common interest. They are devoted to 
‘Songs and Airs by George Frideric 
Handel,” as the name is properly spelled, 
and are edited by Prof. Ebenezer Prout. 
The first volume contains songs for high 
voice, the second for low voice, and there 
are forty in each. Prof. Prout isan ac 
complished musician, and a learned stu- 
dent of Handel's music, and he has done 
his work most admirably. The selection 
covers tho entire range of Handel’s work. 


There are a number of the well-known , 
airs from the familiar oratorios, but many | 


more from the Italian operas and the less 
known oratorios and sacred pieces. 

As Prof. Prout says in his preface: ‘*‘ Of 
all the great composers, it is probable 


that not one has written so many songs | 


as Handel; it is certain that none has 
composed so many which have become, ut 
all events among English-speaking people, 
universal favorites."" He speaks justly of 
the melodic and vocal character of his 
music, diatonic in its progression, often 
based on the scale or on the notes of the 
common chord; and of its dramatic char- 
acter. The piano accompaniments have 
been arranged directly from Handel's full 
scores, and Prof. Prout has made them 
skillfully and judiciously—not, as he ob- 
served, writing them down to the level 
of mere beginners. The preface is an 
interesting contribution from a 8 holarly 
musician. There is a brief account of 
Handel’s career, a aiscussion of the char 
acter of his music and some of the pe- 
culiarities of his scores, and notes upon 
the operas and oratorios from which the 





edge of music is not necessary, nor will 
voices be tried. Beginning with the first 
rudiments of music, pupils are taught, not 
only to read at sight, but to be able ta 
sing a second, third, or fourth part at 
sight.

During the middle of the week the as- 
sistant stage manager has been drilling 
the minor people, the soldiers, footmen, 

ees and the like, usually taking 
them down stairs under the stage, 
whee they will be out of the way, and 
by Friday or Saturday they are ready 
to be put with the principals. 

These supernumeraries are a rather 
interesting lot. In companies like the 
Proctor houses there are rarely more 
than fifteen people who are needed 
every week, and usually only a few of 
these are under contract. The rest are 
hired as needed. Here in New York 
there are regular groups of extra peo- 
ple always available through bureau- 
crats known to theatrical manager: 





super-kings."” The super-king, who is 
often an actor himself, maintains a 
kind of intelligence office through 
which a constantly shifting mass of 
extra people find places from week to 
week. The super-man, of course, re- 
ceives a commission for his trouble; 
usually 10 cents from the 50 cents 
which is the average nightly wage of 
these people. In the case of compa- 
nies like Proctor’s, the handling of 
these extra people is simplified by the 
fact that there are two houses, one 
which can frequently use the other's 


idle players. 
+ + + 


It is somewhat the same way -vith 
the Proctor properties. Most of them 
are kept in a big loft, over the 125th 
Street house, and the two theatres draw 
upon them as they need them. Some- 
times there are conflicts, but not often, 
as the plays given at the Fifth Avenue 
Theatre are usually transferred directly 
to the other house. When, as hap- 
pened recently, however, the best thun- 
der drum is wanted by both houses for 
the same week, the Fifth Avenue stage 
has to get on with sécond-rate thunder 
because the 125th Street house has the 
advantage in being on the spot.
